The plan recommended by the! 
Chamber of Commerce Terminals) 


Committee will here be described | 


first. It was fully described in the 
first announcement made by the 
1922, 
discussed, in its various 
phases, at several times since. 

The exchange of the uses of the 

Municipal Bridge and Eads Bridge, 
which is owned by the Terminal 
Railroad Association, would be ac- 
companied by other 
changes affecting the public. The | 
railroads would build an east ap-| 
proach to the Municipal Bridge, | 

suitable for their use, to cost not 
more than $2,800,000. This would 
relieve the city of building the pro- 
posed northeast approach. 

With the preposed exchange 
effected, Eads Bridge would be- 
come a free public highway, with 
the abolition of the present tolls 
for pedestrians and vehicles. It 
is also proposed that the Mc- 
Kinley Bridge should be made 
toll-free'for traffic and pedestri- 
ans. The Municipal Bridge up- 
per deck would femain, as now, 
a free highway. The tunnel, 
connecting with Eads Bridge, 
would become a route for East 
Side interurban lines, and a sub- 
urban passenger station for 
trains from the west would be 
provided, in a downtown Joca- 
tion. 

Union Station would be im-

It has been estimated that carry- 
ing out of the plan will save the 
roads $10,000,000 a year in oper- 
ating costs. 

The railroads have stated that 
they are ready to spend $16,000,- 
000 to carry out the bridge ex- 
change plan and the details most 
immediately connected with it. A 
large part of this exenditure would 
be for new approaches to the Mu- 
nicipal Bridge, on both sides of the 
river. 

While the original purpose 
of the Municipal Bridge was

That the Municipal Bridge is 
not a common carrier, within | 
the meaning of the laws regu- 
lating railroads, and cannot be 
regarded as a Jateral or branch 
railroad line. It has no loco- 
motives, no cars, and does | not 
operate as a railroad. 

That there is nothing in the 
law to compel a “railroad to 
transport goods over the Mu- 
nicipal Bridge if that route 
should be designated by a 
shipper. Its duty would be to 
deliver the goods to the con- 
necting carrier at the north- 
east approach. Obviously, ft 
could not do so if there were 
no connecting carrier at that 
point. The carrier is not 
bound to transport goods be- 


yond its line. 


Approach a Financial 
Problem for St. Louis. 


As to the present ordinance re- 
quiring that lines using the Munici- 
pal Bridge shall equalize their 
charges to the two sides of the 
river, City Counselor Haid has 
stated that this restriction, being 
imposed by ordinance, can be re>* 
moved by the same means The 
change can be made, he said, eflther 
by ordinance in the Board of Al- 
dermen or by initiative vote. 

The issue of rates has been 
joined with the question of physi- 
cal uses of the bridge, by support- 
ers of the northeast approach, and 
considerable bitterness has been 
manifested as the project moved 
along from rejection, in the original 
preparation of the bond issue pro- 
gram, to its present position as a 
financial problem for the city.

One Oriental custom which I did not like was the habit of re- 
tirimg and disrobing for a siesta after lunch. I used to take a 
book and sit reading at the side of my husband while he slept. 
When we went out to make the classic tour of the pyramids he 
frequently drove his car at the mad speed to which I have already 
referred, priding himself on overtaking everybody the saw. 
The Journey From Cairo to Luxor. 

Once my conversion to Islam was acomplished, we stayed at 
Cairo until Jan. 12, and we left on that day for Luxor, leaving to 
the advocates the care of finishing the formalities of the Mussul- 
man marriage and giving them instructions to telegraph to us 
when everything was ready. 

The journey from Cairo to Luxor is usually made by train 
(12 or 13 hours), but we took the way of the Nile and traveled in 
my husband’s yacht. This journey is slow, and it was nearly 10 
days before we arrived at Luxor. 

I think it was on Feb. 8, 1922, that they telegraphed from 
Cairo that everything was ready for the religious marriage. My 
We ar- 
rived at 9 o'clock in the evening almost without luggage, having 
left everything on the yacht, which was, in the meantime, to re- 
turn up the Nile to wait for us at Assiout. 


. | 
Leaving for the moment the remarkable story of that long | 


journey to Luxor, I will describe the Mussulman marriage cere- 
mony. 
In Egypt such a wedding is generally celebrated with great 
magnificence. ,I, however, chose as simple a ceremony as pos- 
sible, and in order to show the contrast, I will describe first a 
typical marriage so that it can be compared with the very quiet 
proceedings by which I elected to become a bride according to 
the Moslem faith. 

It is the general custom to spend much money on this oc¢a 
The festival lasts for several days: and all the guests eat 
either at little tables or at sumptuous buffets. 


The husband is supposed not to have seen his future bride be- 


fore the night of the wedding. 
A Great Bridal Procession. 

The night before a feast is celebrated at her house and the 
next day, which is chosen to be a Thursday in conformity with 
the law of the Prophet (Friday being the holy day corresponding 
to Sunday )—the bride is taken to the house of her husband in a 
great procession, preceded by a band. chaouiches (native police- 
men) and servants carrying flowers or torches. The bride is in 
a closed carriage or car covered with a cashmere shaw! and rich 
stuffs of embroidered silk. 

At the doors of the carriage stand the eunuchs, or. if the 
house does not possess them, the most devoted servants wearing 
ancient costumes. The carriage is followed by many others in 
which the members of the family drive. 


- During the journey the members of the family tnrow through | 
the windows of the carriages pieces of new silver to the poor. | 
_.. These are supposed to bring good luck to those who pick them up. | 


- When the bride arrives at the house of her husband it is the 


" eustom for a sheep to be killed at the door. I have been told that 


sometimes a calf is killed and the bride passes over a few drops 
of blood. 

At her husband’s house a great feast is prepared.
